^Britain Faces Necessity of

LONDON, Sept. 4. — The eyes of 


British diplomats are fixed Intently up- 
on Premier .Lloyd George in specula- 
tion as to -what he will do at the forth- 
coming conference between French 
and Italian Premiers at Alx Les Bains. 


There is no definite Information in 


official circles, . the 
Daily Telegraph 


points out. whether the British Pre- 
mier will or will not join Millerand 
and ignor Gtolittl. Upon that confer- 
ence in the ancient little Savoie town 
Is believed to depend the future of the 
constellation of Europe's western pow- 
ers, while the fate of the league of na- 
tions as created at Versailles la like- 
wise heavily involved. 


France, having just completed her 


"continental consolidation" thru her 
military pact with Belgium, her trade 
agreement with Hungary, her "rescue" 
of Poland and her benevolent attitude 
in the regrouping o fthe Balkans, is 
now hoping for Italy's support.

It is true the Volstead act 'was originally passed by a sub- 


stantial majority. When vetoed by the president it was able to 
muster the necessary two-thirds vote to re-carry over his veto. 
Bat the one particular section, the one limiting the alcoholic 
content of beverages to one-half of one percent, was adopted by 
the narrowest of margins.

In many congressional districts over the 


large. 


It is all up to the rank and file of bolh parties. They must 


discriminate at the polls. It is true that even if the drys should 
win a majority in both house and senate in the congressional 
election this fall there is nothing 'o bar the liquor people from 


Presidents, and most state governors, have the veto power. 


Wilson vetoed the Volstead act, but congress, fortunately for 
the drys, had the necessary two-thirds votes to repass it. In Ohio 
a dry legislature enacted suitable legislation to make effective 
the state prohibition amendment, but did not have votes enough 
to include it in the emergency legislation. A dry governor_in 
the place of Cox could have easily exercised enough executive 
influence to line up the necessary votes. 


Similar instances could be cited in most of the dry states 


all tending to prove that it pays to have both the legislative* and 
executive departments working in harmony 
on all public 


policies. 
And this harmony can be secured if the voters will 


only place conviction above party on all measures of a non- 
partisan character like prohibition and woman's suffrage. 


In Ohio consistent dry men will, for instance, vote "for 


Donahey for governor and'Willis for senator. But this will re- 
quire jumping from one ticket on the ballot to the other.

voters, by the same token, will support Julian for senator and 
Davis for governor, the one a Democrat, the other a Republi-
